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Status of Application 

In response to the applicant's amendment received on 1 1/3/03. The 
examiner has considered the new presentation of claims and applicant 
arguments in view of the disclosure and the present state of the prior art. And it 
is the examiner's position that claims 1-30 are unpatentable for the reasons set 
forth in this office action:

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

1. Claims 1-8,12,13,16-30 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being clearly 
anticipate by Granovsky (5276430). 

Granovsky shows a plurality of antenna patterns, see figure 1 . The 
signals from these antenna patterns are logically OR'ed together using gate 28 to 
select an antenna pattern and determining the presence of the RFID device. In 
figure 18, Granovsky shows logically AND'ing the signals received from the 
plurality of antenna patterns in order to determine the presence of the RFID. It is 
noted that signals must be r eceived over a threshold in order to be decoded. 
Granovsky includes both transmitters and receivers with each antenna pattern. 
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Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 9-1 1 ,14,15 are objected to as being dependent upon a rejected 
base claim, but would be allowable if rewritten in independent form including all 
of the limitations of the base claim and any intervening claims. 

Response to Arguments 

Applicant's arguments filed 1 1/03/03 have been fully considered but they 
are not persuasive. 

The applicant argues that Granovsky does not provide a method step of 
selecting from a plurality of predetermined methods for forming a logical 
combination... Granovsky does in fact teach that there are many logistic 
approaches (col. 5 lines 45+), and since Granovsky has chosen one of the logical 
combination approaches, the reference does in fact teach the claimed method 
step. Furthermore, Granovsky teaches (figures 17 and 18, col. 22 lines 19+) that 
the adder changes the phase of the input signal thereby making the summation 
method a differentiation method and changing the logical combination method.
